GROSS INCOME DETERMINES 
LIABILITY FOR A RETURN 


A very arresting fact in the 1941 | 


income tax law is the lowering of 
the personal exemption from $800 
to $750 for a single person, or the 
head of a family, and the change in 


| the basis for determining liability 


for a return. 

Every citizen or resident of the 
United States must file an income 
tax return, if single, or not living 
with husband or wife, and his or 
her gross income is $750 or over; or 
if married and living with husband 
or wife and his or her gross income 
equals or exceeds $1,500; or if both 
have gross income, and the com- 
bined gross income of husband and 
wife equals $1,500 or over. Thus} 
single persons or married persons 
not living with husband or wife, 
who earn as much as $14.43 a week 
for the 52 weeks of the year, and 
married persons living together who 
have aggregate earnings of as much 
as $28.85 a week for the year, are 
required to file returns.
